I wo 4d like to draw the attention of *the Hon'ble Members tha* 
the Road T^anspo't Coiporation is one of the pjbnc undertakings and 
its ann lal report has to be placsd every year on the table of the Hoase 
Any HDii'ble Member can laise a di^cassion by giving notice of motion 
foi ta\ing the annual leport mo consideration and all saggestions 
made bv the Hon'We Membeis fo** the oppose of imp ovmg the 
undertaking will have to be comm mratad by the executive to the 
Co po ation The execative is responsible to the legislature fcr 
answe mg all questions regaidmg the same and is also answerable if 
the Coiporation does not proper ly function 

About the month of \pril 1 62 the^e was a conference of some of 
the officeis of the Corpot ation m my room and T participated m the 
discussions The recommendations of Anautharamakrishnan's Com- 
mittee made m i elation to nationalisation progiamme were discussed 
1 give here for the information of the Hon'ble Members what exactly 
.happend on 19-1-1962 at the conference and for that purpose, I place 
before you the ext'aet of lelevant poitions of the minutes of p weed- 
ing reco 1 ded 

" The Chief Minister initiated the discussion He recalled the 
assmance given by the Government m the past that natipnaljs&tion 
of BusTianspo t tlno ighojt the State will be completed by the 
end of Thi d Plan penod and enquired aboat its feasabihty and the 
availability of reso trees Afte<* some dis^ssion it was found (tf^* 
with the available, financial resomces and 3dmm*$$r$tjve d^fgoipt^ 
it will not be possible to &dhe< e J:o the commitment «*a# fttfj^

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the Andhia districts will be completely nationalised by the end o- 
the Thu d Plan and that it will be possible to take up nationahsaf 
tion only m thiee distuUs one mo e distnet coald be consideed 
if funds are available This wo ild mean that foar districts will 
have to be left ovei for nationalisation in toe Foarth Five- Year 
Plan The Chief Minister desired Mimstei (Labour and Tianspo t) 
to make a statement m the Assembly at a suitable opportunity 
giving the revised progi am me of nationalisation and the reasons 
therefor 

The Finance Secretary suggested that all the three distucts 
proposed fo^ nationalisation during the rest of Third Plan might 
be taken up m the second and thi r d years of the Plan rathei than 
leave them to the fdg end of the Thud Plan The Chief Minister 
approved this 

2 Then the discussion turned on the dist icts pioposed to 
be nationalised tins year Under the Inantharamak ishnai Com- 
mittee's lecommendation which was accepted by the Coipoiatton, 
Nellone and Chittor ate to be nationalised daring this yeai l9o_-6 
Chief Mimstei pointed out that by nationalising Nello e and 
Chittor distucts we will be extending m a line ught up to the 
borders of neighbouring States of Madias and Mysoie He sug- 
gested that it will be moie appiopnate to consolidate nearby a eas 
and that the Road Transport Corporation might tackle Ku no ol 

before Chittor Kurnool has Gantur on one side and Mahboob- 

nagar on the other both of which are already nationalised and so 
it would be easy to extend bus services fiom Mahboobnag^i and 
Guntur into Km nool district Road Tiansport Coiporation buses 
are alreadv ope'ating withm Kurnool wheie theie is a small depot 
already Taking advantage of this nucleus it would be easy to 
connect impo tant towns in the distant like Adont and Nandyal 
and gradually extend them over the lest of the dist ict O igmally 
Kurnool was proposed fcr nationalisation in 19^3-64 becaise of 
the absence of road badges The b idge over the Tungabhad a 
has however been already thrown open to traffic and the b idge 
over the Krishna will be completed dai mg the course of this year 
As such, the difficulties envisaged initially we-e no longer there 
For all these reasons it wo aid be mo e advantageous and com- 
paratively easier to nationalise Kurnool district to consolidate 
nationalisation m this area and ease the entry of the Co^po atjon 
into other Rayalaseema dist icts It was deeded afte* discussion 
that this year Kurnool and Neliore distucts should be tafcETiipTbr 
nationalisation and if funds do not pe nut taking up both the dis- 
tricts, Kurnool alone should be tackled ea ner this yeai The 
Chief Minister instructed that preparato y steps shojld be taken 
towards this end and scheme shoald be pibhshed so that nationa- 
lisation could commence by December or January, " (Undeiimng 
is mine) 

By the time we held the discussions Tungabhadra Bridge was already 
open to traffic and the bridge over Krishna was about to be opend for 
joad traffic The Road Transport Corporation was already nmmn$ 
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th ee bases f ! om Kmnool to Gadwal, two fiom Kurnool to Alampu r 
and one bus from Kurnool to Marmagal fiom fiist June 1961 with the 
facilities of a depot at Kurnool and 3 buses were to 11m from Kutnool 
to Raichur within two months With the opening of Kashna budge 
the distance between Hyde iabad and Kin nool f oi the pui pose of road 
t**anspo t is reduced by about 50 miles I nevei suggested the Nelloie 
should be given up in prefeienee to Kutnool All that I suggested was 
that Chittooi may be given up and Kurnool may be considei d m its place 
as it would be contiguous to the aheady nationalised zones, Ountur, 
Mahboobnagar and Nalgonda districts and would constitute a corn- 
pa'- i aiea fox put poses of administi ation fiom the headquarteis 

The Hon'ble Membe s will recall what I stated from my recollec- 
tions to the Assembly on ^6th July 1<- 62, whue I inteivened to answer 
a question put to the Mimstei foi Transpoit At that time I stated 
that when the Coipo ation wanted to nationalise Chitoor, I asked why 
Kurnool should not be taken as it would be contiguous to the three 
nationalised districts and Nelloie which was about to be nationalised 
The Hon'ble Members wo aid be able to see from my statement that 
I suggested Kurnool in preference to Chittoor Only Kutnool was 
taken foL leasons which aie to be found in the extract of the pioceed- 
mgs given above In spite of the fact that I brought this matter to the 
knowledge of the Hon'ble Membeis, none of them laised any question 
either at that time or even subsequently that I suggested nationalisation 
of Kurnool with ulteuor motives 

The question of financial resources of the Coiporation to be 
invested for the puipose was considered and it was felt then that 
Kurnool and Nelloie disticts could be taken up if the funds 
permitted but m the absence of sufficient funds Kuinool could be taken 
up in view of contiguity, compactness availability of a depot, impend- 
ing opening of Rangapur budge ovet Kastma to the road traffic and 
the smaile. amount of money that is necessaiy for investment and the 
possibility of greitcx eco«iomi3 ^et mi and administi ative convemnce on 
account of tue nea ie&s of Ki* nooi to Hyderabad where the headquar- 
ter of the Andlra Pradesh State Road Tianspoit Corporation is located 
In that Confe ence we ntver discussed about which routes should be 
taken and in what mail le and m what phases the nationalisation should 
be cair ed out in Ku nool district At no stage had i any knowledge 
as to how this was being done Ail the decisions that were subsequently 
taken by the Coipoiauon weie purely theirs and I never had any 
oxasion to make any suggestion All that I suggested was purely m 
relation to the question of policy to be followed When the matter 
had to be dealt with in April 1962 the availability of road bridges for 
transpoit purposes were material considei ations to be taken into account 
and their availability did make all the diffeience in taking a decision

Under section 84? of the Road Transport Coiporations Act, 1950 
the Government is empoweied to issue instructions to the Road 
Tianspoit Corpoiation after consultations with that body Yet m this 
case even though afther discussions the Government could have done 
so I only placed the matter for their considei ation and decision I may 
incidentally mention here that the Corpoiation consists not only of the 
officers of the State but also two highly placed representative of % 
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Government of India and two non-officials and it was an mammons 
decision taken by the Co portion to nationalise Ktanool It may not 
be out of p ace heie lo mention that the Hon'ble Member will ecaU 
thenumbe of ocasiois on v»m h the Hon'ble Membe s have insisted 
on their i ight to control fie acV llies of the Road T* arspo t Co po aUon 
We have irany times beei ta gets ofbiUe at<a~k m a^a^d to the 
working of Gove ninent undent Lings CriUasm was leveled against 
the Government that we shi Led om lesponsibihty ra rega d to the 
woikmgof the Road Tiansoort Co pc stum and thdtthe Govet meht 
was taking shelter urder xhe ega! fiction of at lonomy of the Co po aiion 
f«-om answering qjestio* s relating to it Tney ha e i ibistod tnat they 
had a ughtto mscu&s the admimst auonof the RoadT a*ispo tCo po a 
tion in discharge of ftei» duty to tne people to see that the Covemmsnt 
unde r taking was f n-tionrng on p oper lines Th ee-foa ths of the 
capital of this Co "potation is Uvested by the State Covei lmert I + s 
budget has to be app oved by xhe State Gove nment In the circum- 
stances I request ti e Hon'ble Members to conside whetne the Gove n- 
ment acted rightly oi not m making suggestions and ho d ng di&c ssions 

Befoie the w it petitions weie filed m the High Co *rt alleging mala 
jides against me a dep Nation waited on the P ime Mimstei a. d some 
other Cent al Mi uste s and sabmitted to them that the vl slim 
operators were sought U be deprived of the bus rotes The Prime 
Minister was pleased to draw my attention to this aspect 01 the matte 
The Hon'ble Membe s fully know more than 70% of the opeiat^is in 
Kurnool are Hindus It is obvious that the bus operators in o dcr to 
prevent nationalisation raised this comin anal bogey When tiieir efforts 
failed to prevent nationalisation by p r ess ire tactus and comni^nil 
slogans they resorted to the High Co art by niing writ petitions m whuh 
they made allegations of mah fides 

The gist of the allegations is that at the time of Geneial Elections 
there were two g.o ps m the Cong ess one headed by myself and 
anotheiby Sn Sanjivayya, that cei tarn cand,date 5 wno we.e eithe my 
I relations or sappOxteis who contested m the election^ wee defeated, 
| that certain transpo t opeiatois who belong to S i Sanjivayya's gioup 
} were iesponsible toi their defeat and so, m o der to wreak vengeance 
and cause them ha*m 5 1 have orderd the Road Tianspoit Corpo ation 
to nationahse the western portion of Kuinoo' district wheic those ope- 
rators had in terest You a^e well aware that for two yeais puo' to 
election I was called upon to shouldei the i esponsibihty of the 
presidentship of the All-India Congress Committee and the time I 
60uld devote to the $ffai s of any paitict Jar State was little indeed In 
f^^L visited Andlira Piadesh on very few occasions and I had absoiu- 

i$$tP° tlme l0 ^ edd an y one S T0 P lt ls w $ u kown tha t du^ng the time 
of elections, till my election was ove I nevei stepped into the Kurnool 
distact I can take justifiable pude that even without my enteung the 
dast sctduung the entne period of election the people of my constitu- 
ency &po$ed such immense con! dence that they elected me With the 
largest majority of votes m any Assembly constit ency m the entne 
country and made everyone of my opposing candidates lose his or her 
deposu In a Pa ty like the Congress where almost every constituency 
m the county *s contested by its members, it is noit&al to suffer some 
(fcfeats m4 KtobiqoI dist iot is no exception But &&m% all the steo&d 
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members were consistently supporting me What about Nello e and 
Chrttoor districts 9 Aie there no Cong ess leve ses the^e m tie General 
Elections 9 Q v ite a number of my friends and lelations in Gtuttoor 
distuct have suffe ed defeat In the p ocess of election if some candi- 
dates a e defeated I cannot concede that a*jv #aitic lai person Oi 
denomination of pe bOns can claim to be aesponsible fo such defeats 
m a demociacy with adult fiaichise, let alone tianspo t ope ators who 
inignl not even matte! at the time of elections * can confidently state 
tha«" at no time havs I claimed to be a g o ip leader 01 aued as one 

Some inte ested bus ope ato s who might have been affected, 
mcl de t ie mtno^ sons of S i P Ranga Reddy, e\-Mauste- They all 
claim to be the follow e s of Su Sanjiyiah and yet state that they wo ked 
agamst the Congxss candidates and defeated some Congiess canaidates 
It is ha^d to belive, if they a e true Cong essmen, they could have 
s ppo ted Swalantra and Independent candidate;

The nationalisation has affected not merely the minor sons of 
Su P Raig? Reddy a id ot'ier ope ators who state that they woi ked 
against the Cong ess ca ididates brt also a good n mber of peisons 
close to wo and scores of othds who may not have any political lean- 
ings To inention a few S i Naj appa Reddy of < ingole, S 1 Salam 
Khan, a clo^e elation aid s ^ppo ter of i>n Gham Khan, defeated 
candidate f om Ktunool, two brothers of Sri K C Thimma Reddy, 
the defeated Cougrebs candidate from Adoni and Rayalaseema Tians- 
poU Sen ice of which S» 1 1 akshmikanta Reddy, the unopposed Cong ess 
J egislato Lorn Aim and the b others of Sri H Seetharami Reddy, a 
lelatioa of mine, aie paitne s are also affected It is a matter of 
significance to note tnat the schemes include b js routes belonging to 
S isailam Temple and a Tianspoit Co-operative Society 

Fo a proper app eciation of facts and i easons that led me to 
suggest the extension of nationalisation to Knrnool district I am placing 
befoie the Hon'bb Membeis a map which would give a vivid picture 
about the contig aty of lOirnool dibti ict to the ai eady nationalised 
zones and 1 1 ust not only the Hon'ble Membe s but any oidraary 
citizen wo *ld be able to see that the e was ample justification foi my 
s 'ggestmg K trnool m p efe ence to Chittoor I am clear m my con- 
science that I have no* done anything wrong and that I acted solely in 
the mte tests of p iblic good 

The Hon'ble Members might well ask me why I had not filed a 
co mte j -affidavit I may state that I would have Med the aiT davit 
unhesitatingly bat for the fact that the legal advice was that it was I 
unnecessa y foi me to do so In all these matters I have to necessarily 
ab ide by the legal advice given to me This aspect of the matter has 
been dealt with by the H gh Court as follow* 

"It is however, stated that it was open to the Chief Minister to 
have hied an afhdavit denying the allegations made by the peti- 
tionee It is in this context that the petitioners have relied upon the 
decision ofthe Supreme Court m KAPURvs SARDAR PRATAP 
SINSH KAlRON (5) AIR (1*01) SC 1117 There certain 
allegations were made agmst the Chief Minister of Vvmpb TJ$£ 
Loidships pointed out at p» 1128— *"^ 
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'In view of the allegations made against him, we consider that 
the Chief Minister owed a duty to this Court to file an ailidavit 
stating what the correct position was so far as he emembered it' 

The observation made by their Lo dship was based on then 
conclusion that the matteis alleged weie all such that "the Chief 
Minister alone was in a position to enlighten the Coiut", about 
them Such is not the case here In the instant case, it was the 
Corporation that had initiated the schemes and it was the Transpoit 
Minister *hathad appi oved them So far as these matters ire 
concerned, it is the Coxpoxation and the Tianspoit M nistei that 
have to state the conect position and they have filed affidavits " 

The High Coart found that my affidavit was not necessaiy 
When the Supreme Court felt it was necessary had they but given mc 
a notice, I would have only too readily filed one 

The judge and the administa tor who aie entrusted with the les- 
ponsibihties of adjudicati g between man and man should always 
remembei that m all human activity there would be infinite an ay of 
circumstances and chain of consequences In attempting to find out 
casual relation between events some times human mind is apt to adopt 
a process of reasoning based on association of ideas As long as man 
is to judge man one should remember the warning given by Lord Baion 
Alderson m his address to the jury 

"The mind was apt to take a pleasuie m adapting cutumbtanccs 
to one another and even in stiainmg them a little if need be, 
to force them to form one connected whole and the mote 
ingenious the mmd of the individual, the mo e likely was it, 
coasideung such matters, to ovei teach and mislead itself, to 
supply some little link that is wanting, to take for granted 
some fact consistent with its previous theones and necessary 
to render them complete ** 

When a coimtiy is developing from state of a backwaidness into 
affluent economy the Hon*ble Membeis are fully awaie that m the 
realm of economic planning inspite of all conscious effoits for planned 
action there is yet an element of trial and erroi I am sure, toe st *dy 
of the history of economic development of any country will bear out 
my statement In all these matters the question that one should ask 
himself is whether one's action is leading to the ultimate ideal that has 
been set before the countiy When the conscious will of man is dn ac- 
ted towards this end 1 wish to humbly state that the man's intentions 
have to be judged by the test imposed by the ideal In changing socio- 
economic patterns there are bound to be conflicting interests 
and when the legal and socio-economic foundation of con cntrl 
tion of economic power are sought to be changed the vasted 
interests in society naturally fight back with all the resources 
at their command What happened m Kurnool is only such a 
mtance They raised the communal bogey fiUst and when thev could 
not succeed they resorted to allegations of mala fides. 
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We all believe in soc al change thiough an ordered society and 
m this context we have to rememhe* what oai reve ed Pnme Minister 
has stated 

"\ society, if it is to be both stable and piogressive, must have 
a certain mo^e or less fixed foundation of principles as well as a 
dynamic outlook Both appear to be necessary Without the 
dynamic outlook the^e is stagnation and decay, without some 
frsed basis of principle there is likely to be disintegration and 
destruction " 

In achieving harmonious synthesis between social dynamism 
and fixed pnmples in a democracy there should be ample scope for 
inter-play between social opinion and law moulding activities of the 
State, the Legislature and the Judiciary In a changing society each 
pattern of social change geneiates ideas of challenge and response and 
a social philosophy has to be developed harmoniously blending both 
It is here that the Judiciary has a vital role to play m mterpietmg Jaws 
m conformity with the directive pnai iples of the Constitution and 
the same policy sho Ud guide all the institutions of national life includ- 
ing the administration The legal and social consciousness should m 
historic continuity become part and parcel of the social philosophy of 
the nation I am awaie that even m advanced democratic countries 
like England, the achievement of this synthesis was not an easy task 
This is how a noted British jurist Dennis Lloyd, has observed 

"How far then have the courts been ready to acknowledge these 
sweeping changes in the economic scene and to what extent have 
they been able to bend the concept of public pokey to the new 
situation ? It is impoitant here to beat m mind, especially m the 
case of the English decisions, that such developments as have 
occurred have frequently been concealed under an apparent will- 
ingness to go on paying hpservice to the out-mo ded economies 
and legal theoiy of the nineteenth century This s especially so 
m those cases where the court has gone out of its way to declare 
that it is no part of its function to express views on economic 
theo r ies, and then has proceeded m effect to judge the issue on the 
basis of a past ideology and unscientific and improvised economic 
theories " 

As far as the development m Indian juustic thought in relation 
to the synthesistng p'ocess to wh ch I had alieady referred to is concer* 
ned I am mspi ed to lead a passage in a judgement by His Lordship 
Justice uajend'agadkar, the prsent Chief justice of India 

"Social and economic justice have been given a place of pride in 
our Constitution and one of the diiective principles of State policy 
enshrined in Art 38 requires that the State shall strive to 
promote the welfare of the people by securing and protecting as 
effectively as it may a social o der in which justice social, economic 
and political shall inform all the institutions of national life 
Besides Art 4 * enunciater anothes directive principle by providing 
that the State shall endeavour to secure, by suitable legislation or 
economic organisation or in any other way, to all workers agri- 
cultural, mdu$trjal or otherwise, work, a hvmg wage, cond&fm 
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of work ensuring a decent standard of life and full enjoyment of 
leisure and social and cultural oppoitunities, The ^on:ept of 
economic justice is a living concept of revoi tionary imt>ort , it 
gives sustenance to the rule of law and meaning and significance 
to the ideal of a Welfare State " 

I had no other idea except the idea of speedy development of 
public sector for the parpose of social justi e when T suggested the 
nationalisation of Ku nool I feel confident that under the guidance 
of the present Cuief justice of India whose pronouncement shows a 
definite bias for the directive principles of the Constitution, a new 
chapter will be opened in the legal history of India 

I take this opportunity to express my g^atit^de to the Hon'ble 
Member s of this Ho ise who had shown me abirdant affection I 
always cherish the happy memo les of the spi it of Com adery exhibi- 
ted by the opposition during the period of my o^e as Chief Mmiste 
In spite of the ideological antogonisms that exist between the Go\ em- 
inent and the mam oppositioi pities I feel pi oud to state that at no 
time during my tenure of o3re for dboMttei years as Minister and 
Chief Minister pe sonal allegations had been made against ine I am 
overwhelmed by the sense ot confidence expressed by my Party m my 

leadership and the compliments paid by the Central Paihmentay 
Board 

With legitimate p 1 ide I wo aid like to state that oui State is one 
of the foremost States m our country and with your co-operation and 
goodwill, myself and my colleagues in the Cabinet coi<!d do oui best 
in laying firm foundations foi the economic development of the St ite 
I trust my good friends Chpr Mim$ter designate and Cabinet Membe.s 
of the new Gove nment to be formed would receive the same sympathy, 
coside ation and co-operatxon which you have shown to me We a^e 
all partners in the endeavour to achieve socialism in this countiy and 
Ip T ayGodwill give us stength to p*xreed with courage and faith m 
the inexorable march of history towards ou* goal Jm tlmd
